It  was  con- 
feped  upon  him  for  his  “leader- 
ship in  the  scientific  investigation 
of  the  fundamental-  phenomena 
underlying  the  entire  audio  art, 
and  in  recognition  of  those  per- 
sonal qualities  which  have  in- 
spired a generation  of  his  admir- 
ers to  follow  the  paths  he . 
opened.”  j

pold  Stokowski  was  present  and 
was  made  an  honorary  member 
of  the  society.  . 

Dr.  Fletcher  has  patented  18  i 
inventions  which  have  been  of  I 
incalculable  value  to  the  radio,  i 
telephone  and  motion  picture  in- 
dustries and  the  military  service. 
They  have  assisted  the  deaf  to 
hear  and  the  mute  to  speak.  He 
has  written  52  major  works  for 
professional  publications  and 
several  books. 

Dr.  Fletcher’s  works  have 
brought  him  numerous  awards 
for  scientific  contributions,  and 
former  President  Harry  S.  Tru- 
man honored  him  for  his  scien- 
tific contributions  to  the  nation’s 
defense.

Universe  Ad  Men  Slate  Mee 


Nepalese  Student  Explains  Customs; 
Admires  American  Social  Freedom

“Your  Americans  have  five  or 
six  ways  to  greet  people,”  Miss 
Siddhi  Sherchan,  a 21-year-old 
Nepalese  exchange  student, 
pointed  out  to  the  Social  Prob- 
lems class,  whose  instructor  is 
Daniel  Witt,  last  Monday. 

“We  have  only  one  way  to 
say  hello— nomestay,”  contin- 
uing her  comparison  of  her  na- 
tive way  of  life  with  social 
customs  in  the  United  States. 
Instead  of  the  handshake  we 
use  here,  she  said,  the  people 
of  Nepal  greet  each  other  by 
folding  their  hands  in  prayer- 
like fashion  before  themselves. 
Attired  in  her  colorful  Nepal- 
ese garments,  she  also  discussed 
the  customs  of  marriage,  cast 
system,  home  living  and  youth 
activities. 

Her  ankle-length  sari  was  made 
from  dotted  Swiss  red  nylon. 
Blending  in  a colorful  manner 
with  the  rest  of  her  native  cos- 
tume, her  blouse  was  cut  from 
black  and  white  print  silk,  com- 
plete with  wrist-length  sleeves. 

Setting  off  her  manner  of 
dress  in  an  attractive  way, 
her  designed  gold  jewelry  was 
uniquely  tooled. 

“I  am  amazed  about  you 
Americans,”  she  exclaimed.  “You 
have  so  -many  social  freedoms.” 
Miss  Sherchan’s  opportunity  to 
experience  American  life  has 
been  provided  by  International 
4-H  Foundation,  which  is  repre- 
sented in  Nepal  andj  49  other 


foreign  countries.  In  Utah,  Mrs. 
Walter  Montgomery  of  Heber  is 
now  her  “mother.” 

“IN  MY  COUNTRY,”  she  went 
on  to  say,  “when  a girl  marries, 
she  is  usually  between  16  and 
26.  The  parents,  as  a practice, 
select  her  husband  for  her.  The 
newly  wedded  wife  moves  in 
with  the  husband’s  family.  Even 
if  the  husband  dies,  she  still  re- 
mains with  his  family.” 

Talking  further  about  mar- 
riage, she  said,  “I  can  only  mar- 
ry once.  If  my  husband  should 
die,  I can  never  marry  again, 
but  if  the  wife  should  die,  the 
husband  is  allowed  to  remarry.” 
“In  my  country,  we  have  a 
cast  system,  which  we  become 
part  of  at  birth.  The  color 
mark  on  our  foreheads  shows 
the  cast  we  are  in,”  the  Asian 
girl  described.  “My  father  is  a 
farmer — I am  a farm  girl,”  she 
said. 

“People  are  very  loyal  to  their 
country  of  Nepal.  Because  of  this, 
they  are  willing  to  remain  in  the 
cast  they  are  born  into,”  she  in- 
formed. 

“Home  life  in  my  country,' 
she  brought  out,  “is  much  differ- 
ent than  yours.  Father,  mother, 
brothers  and  sisters,  sons  and 
their  wives,  imcles,  aunts,  neph- 
ews, nieces  and  cousins  all  live 
in  the  same  house.  In  our  neigh 
borhood,  29  people  live  in  one 
dwelling.” 

“YOUNG  GIRLS  are  not  al- 
lowed to  go  out  alone,”  she  in- 
formed. “They  are  usually  ac- 


companied by  other  brothers  or 
sisters  as  well  as  their  parents.” 
In  concluding  her  time  with 
us,  she  expressed,  “I  hope  I will 
be  able  to  meet  you  again  in  my 
own  country.”

Botany  Classes  Visit  Canyon 


“And  the  desert  shall  rejoice 
and  blossom  as  a rose” — Isaiah 
35:1.  Although  this  is  not  the 
immediate  problem  of  Brigham 
Young  University  botany  stu- 
dents and  professors,  at  times 
they  do  branch  out  from  their 
laboratories  to  study  nature  in 
her  natural  surroundings. 

Ephriam  Canyon  was  the  site 
of  a recent  field  trip  for  34  bot- 
any students  and  4 professors. 
The  group  visited  the  Great 
Basin  Experimental  Station  at 
Wagon  Road  Ridge  in  the  Sky- 
line area.  This  station  is  out- 
standing in  as  much  as  it  is  one 
of  the  oldest  experiment  stations 
in  the  United  States.  Founded 
about  1912,  this  station  has  set 
a pattern  for  other  observatories 
dealing  in  waershed  lands. 


“A  rather  unusual  trip,”  com- 
mented Dr.  Kent  H.  McKnight, 
chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Botany  at  BYU,  “We  studied  re- 
search problems  now  being  car- 
ried out  by  the  forest  service.” 


In  addition,  the  AWS  and 
AMS  councils  will  choose  two 
students  from  the  entire  student- 
body  to  receive  the  award  for 
special  achievements  or  outstand- 
ing service  given  Brigham  Young 
University. 


Other  faculty  members  from 
BYU  who  went  on  the  trip  were 
Dr.  Earl  M.  Christensen,  Assoc- 
iate Professor  of  Botany,  and  as- 
sistant professors,  Dr.  Howard 
C.  Stutz  and  Dr.  Joseph  R.  MurT 
dock. 


The  sutdy  group  ascended 
10,000  feet  up  the  mountain 
where  two  men  from  the  Forest 
Service  of  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Agriculture  led  the  tour  from 
that  point.  It  is  intended  that 
this  be  made  an  annual  event  by 
the  botany  department.
